The course which the attorney gen­ 
eral has adopted now confirms me ab­ 
solutely in my opinion that he Is a 
Tart aud parcel of a deliberate and 
sedate conspiracy to defeat a Demo­ 
cratic nominee and defame an honor­ 
able man. 
This sensation which they 
have sought to produce will pass pre­ 
cisely as that of the Houston Good 
Government club, because It has no 
foundation, and It will not take the 
people of Texas long to, when they 
see how utterly groundless It Is, to 
understand the desperate and Infa­ 
mous motives which inspired it.
